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TbeMiuers' ProtecUou Act. 



A Bill entitled an OrdinaDce to facilitate 
the working of Mineral Lands. 

Whereas it is oxpediont to develop tiie 
resources of the Coloiiy by nirordinp 
facilities for the ell'tictLial worliin^' of 
Silver, Leid, 'I'iii, Cop|)cr, Coal, and 
otlierininorals, oilier than Gold ; 

Be It enacted by the GoTernor of 
British Columbia, with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council there- 
of, na follows : 

1. From and after the Pfoclainntiun in 
this Colon? of ller Majesty's assent to 
this Ordiuiuico, every person or Assoclii-i 
' tioo, or company of persons whomsoever, 
Bbalt be free to enter and explore for 
silver, and all tbe baser metals and miner- 
als, "including coal, in ami under tlio 
minerul Lands hereinafter detined, suhjpci 
, nevertheless to the provisions and condi- 
tions of this •Ordiiiunco, and any oilier 
regulations affecting the acquisition and 
tenure thereof, which may frono time to 
time hereifier be prescrilied by law. 

IL Every [jersoii, association of persons 
^ or company, desirous of acquiring a mine 
or mining claim upon Ihis Ordtai^UCe shall 
before entering into possession of the par- 
tusLlar port of the said mineral lands he 
or they may wish to acquire and work 
lor minerals, make applicaiion in writing 
to the Assistant Coininissioner of Lauds 
and Works for the District within wiiicli 
the Uud required is s'tuate, for a Pros- 
pecting License over snch land for any 
term not exceeding one year from the 
date of such application. Provided al- 
ways that any such applicant upon giving 
satisfactory proof of bona fide explora™ 
tion and working for Minerals iu such 
laud during the e^id term of one year, to 
such Assistant Commissioner,' shall be 
. entitled to an eztensioa ot the said term 
•for a second period of one year, and no 
longer. . 

IIL Every such applicant shall give to 
such Assistant Commissioner the best 
possil.'le written description of the plot of 
land over which the privilege is sought, 
together with a proper plan or diagram 
thereof, and identify the spot in question 
by pointing out the position of the bound- 
ary posts to be set up by the applicant 
over the land, and by stating in the de- 
scription any other landmarks of a notice 
able character; and such application and 
plans shall be in duplicate, one of which 
shall bo retained in tho office of the said 
\ Assistant Conunissionor, and the other 
•transmitted forthwith to the Chit-f Cora-« 
missioncr of Lands an I Works, at the 
bead ullice of lliu l-"ids and Works De- 
partment, and there filed of record for 
general reference. 

IV. i^o applicant shall be entitled to 
receive a prospecting Ijicensu until ho 
shall drove to tho suti.'-f'action of tto said 
AssiMaut Commissioner, that before mak- 
ing siicli apiilicatiuii ho bus caused a clear 
writtuii or printed notice of his iutenlioti 
to apply for such a license, to be posted 
on some conspicuous part of his own and 
any adjacent (il'any) sett or mining claim, 
and on the Court House of tlio District 
(if any) tor fuiirleeii clear days prcvioiia 
to his ap|)licalion. williout any vulid op- 
position to his claim having been sub> 
btantiated. The application shall be Bled 
of record in the office of the said A3.«ist- 
ant (Commissioner at the time of its being 
received by him. 

V. A piospectiug license may iiicludo 
within the general liiuiis therein dcfiiioti, 
aiiv quantity of Mineral Land not oxcotid- 
ing one hundred acres to each individual 
applicant, or five hundred acres for any 
association or company consisting of not 
Jess than ihrco persons, out of which the 
Licensee at or before the expirution of 
Huch License, or of any prclongation 
Iborcof, may select for purchase tho por« 
tioa ot mineral land to be iDcladed in a 
■Crown Grant as hereinafter mentioned. 

4 A discoverer will be entitled to a minii g 
claim under this Ordinance, of double the 
size of an ordinary claim hereunder. 

V^l. biicli license may bo in the form 
marked A in the Bchodulo hereto, (which 
Schedule is hereby made part of this 
^ Ordinance), and shall contain full and 
exclusive power and ai^tlioiily to Eonrcli 
for, raise, get, make luerchautabjo and 
sell for tho use o( tho licausoe, all metals 
fkud miDerola ^otber thna gold} wUbla 



the p.'escribed limito, to make and erect 
the necessary roads, works and buildingSj 
for profitably or conveniently carrying on 
tho mining operations here with a power 
to the licensee, at or before tho expiration 
of such license, or any prolongation there- 
of, upon compliance with the terras and 
conditions in this Ordinauco contained to 
claim a Crown Grant of such portions of 
tbe mineral lands incladed in bis license, 
as is hereinafter in that behalf more par* 
ticnlarly described. 

VII. The interest of every licensee 
under this Ordinance shall be deemed to 
have absohilely ceased and determined on 
the expiration or other sooner determina- 
tion of his license, or any prolongation 
thereof, unless he shall have prior to sncli 
ex[iiraiioii ur dot.nrmii)ation have made 
application for l. Crown Grant as uereiu 
provided. 

VIII. Every person, nsscciaticn or 
company lawfully holding a prospecting 
license upon this Ordinance, and comply- 
ing with its provisions, shall until the 
doieniiination of such his, or their, hold- 
ing, and for the purpose of more cfl'cctn- 
ally carrying on mining operations on tho 
premises, be entitled to tbe free use, 
wilhont compensation of a reasonable 
quantity of any unoccupied and unappro» 
[iriated stone, sand, lime and timber 
which may be on the premise.s included in 
such license, and may erect such buildings 
and machinery, and make and use such 
roads and works within such limits, as he 
shall Olid necessary for the profitable con- 
duct of his or their Mining operations. 

IX. Priority of record with I' o said 
Assistant Commissioner of Lands and 
Works shall give priority of title. 

X. The qoan'.ity of mineral land to be 
granted to any Licensee duly applying 
lor a Crown Grant, and fu filling the 
conditions hereinafter in that behalf more 
particularly mentioned, will be'- for each 
individual applicant not exceeding 

feel, and for each association or company 
of three or more persons not exceeding 
feet along the length of the 
lode, vein, bed, seam or stratum, with its 
dips, angles, and yoriations. Provided 
always that a discoverer duly complying 
with the requirements of this Ordinauco, 
shall bo entitled to double the above 
quantity of mineral land iu his Crowu 
Grant. 

XI. No Kucli Crown Grant shall be 
given until the Licensee applying for the 
same shall have left with the said Assist- 
ant Commissioner of La- ds and Works, 
and have posted on a conspicuous part of 
the iiremises sought lor. and on tho Court 
llo'iseofthe said district, if any. for at 
least two calendar months previous to his 
application for sncli Crown Grant, and 
prior to the exijiratiou of the .term in- 
cluded iu bis license or any prolongation 
thereof, a notice of his intention to apply 
tor siicli Crown Grant, wiih a diagram ot 
the premises, and shidl for the same space 
have published tiucli notice in tho Govern- 
ment Gazette and a newspaper publi.shed 
nearest to tho said Mine and promises. 
The said Assistant C irotiiissioner shall 
also [)osi 8uc!i notice in his OlRco for a 
period of Two Calendar Mnnths, and 
after llio expiration of isueli period, if 
no adviTso claims have been tiled with 
tho said AHsistant or Uhict Com mis 
sionor of Lands and Works, it Khali 
bo ihe duly of tho Surveyor General, 
upon application of the party and pay- 
moi.t ol the cost thereof, to survey 
too premises, and make a plan thoreol 
indorsed with his approval, designat- 
ing the numbor and position ot tho 
huid and prcmi.-^es ou tbe Official Map, 
ilio value ot tbe labour and improvex 
m«Di8, and tho obarao;or of tho lode, 
veil), bod, or Blraluiu cXpfsod; and 
upon payiuunL to tho proper ofUcur 

UolliuH per acre, logoihor with 
tho c (fct ot Huch survey, plan, and 
notice, and giving saifllaoto y evi- 
dence that tho said iiotjo a, plans, or 
diagiann have boon duly posted and 
|)ubli''bod in tho pl.ioea and manner, 
and for tho periods in that Ijchalt rcB- 
puciivoly probcnbod by this Ordinance, 
tho A-^sisiant Comini-sioner of Lands 
and Works ot the District shall trans- 
mit 10 the Ohiot Ojmmisi«iouorof Lands 
and Worlis at the Lands and Wuikj 
Ollico, such plan, survey, uud dosorip- 
tiou and a down Grant shall issue Jor 
tho sumo. 

XII. Upon the said survey, or at 
: ny timo bcforo the a'Hiinl isjuo of any 
Crown Grant under this Ordinance, 
it shad be lawful for tho Chief Com, 
missioner of Lands and Works and 
Surveyor General or his agent or other 
porBoii specially aathorizjd by ibo 
Uovornor iu writing in that behalf, 
upon payment of the actual oxponaos 
connected iherowith, to reotiiy bound- 
aries and to BoLllo finally ou tho spot 
any dispute whiob may from tim) tu 
lime arise as to the aoiaal or prop> r 
boondaries between adjaoeni or ooi - 
flicting Mining Claims under this Or- 
iJlnanoo. Every such decision ox- 
pres-'ud in writing and Hied tor rccoid 
in tho head Lands and Works Odiuo, 
with a plau or cliagratn of tbe proper 
boundaries as rootifiod, sbatl be finul 
and without appeal, any ruloot'Law 
or Equity to tho contrary notwilh- 
standing, and aliall bo evidenoo i.i all 
Courts ui tlio Colony of iho sovoral 
matters and things ihoroin conlainod.

~ Ths Pacific railroad is approaching 
completion. Tbo entire worl£ will be 
done in August of Ibo preseut ycur. Six 
companies, witli an aggregate capital of 
$100,000,000, ore engaged in tlie enter- 
prise They receive 8gO,&GO,000, and a 
land grant of 12,800 acres per mile (in 
all 35,000,000 acres) from the United 
States Government as a subsidy for tbc 
investment of tbeir capital in the grand 
undertaking, the most gignnlie of the 
kind yet inaugurated. The probable ef- 
fect ot a consolidation of these riiilroads 
into one company upon the political morale 
of the Republic iiaa uiioaJy fonneil a C]i»t> 
ject for discossion in the public press and 
in Congress. A member of Congress, in 
opposing the grant of tlio enormous sub- 
sidy to the companies as greater than the 
shareholders bad any right to expect, 
G'iid — " They will wield a power that will 
Bucoeasfully defy all leg-islative control ; 
apovk'er that will make and unmake Pres- 
idents, Senators, Members of Congress, 
Governors, Legislatures and Judicial OEB 
oera of States, and endanger the liberties 
of the people ; a power that can and will 
force every interest of the country to 
pay it tribate B8 the price of its exist" 
ence.'' In the last report of the Yice> 
President of the road, be pots down 
9500,U00 M diabarsed for "oonfideutia! 
purposes." And the company passed 
the item without dispato. It bad 
been expended (so the opponents of 
the Bobeme alle|^) in corrnpttog mem. 
1)erB of Congress to vote for subsidies 
and grants, ia buying favorable rox 
ports from Government engineers sent 
to examine tbo road and tbo qualiiy 
of the work, and in feeing agents to 
disconrago the Bubsidizing or construe- 
tion of competing roads. Tue share, 
holders in this monopoly want to make 
their road the grand trunk road across 
the continent. Henoe they inlrigao 
and maocovure, and buy and soli pol- 
iticians and traffic in principles with as

'gressmao who protested against tbe 
arrangement appears to have beon 
"'cDte,'' for be was right when be re- 
marked that tbe monopoly woald 

' "force every Interest in the country 
to pay it tribute." It is already doing 
80 in its opposition — and thus iar Bnc> 

■ oessfal opposition— rto the oonstraoe- 
tion of a Northern Pacific Bailroad 
with its western terminus on Pogot 
Sound. Tbe monopoly will welcome 
branch lines, or feeders. They will 
bring "grist to their millj" but it de~ 
nouDOOB and will attempt tho dofoal 
of any scheme having for its ohjeot 
tho building ol a road that Homewhoro 
along its line does not connect 
with their grand trunk and con-, 
tribute to swell its earnings. Through 
the overwhelming influence ol thoir 
capital tho monopolists hopo to drive 
every competitive company that may 
■nccoed in getting a charter and «ub>> 
sidy into bankruptcy, until they ibera- 
solves aro prepared to build additional 
lines and obtain exclusive control oi 
tho tranf^continontal traffic for all 
time. This picture.— ii the data from 
which we draw it be not highly colx 
ored— presents anythmg but a bright 
outlook, for the interests of the Pacific 
ooast must suffer considerably by tho 
ooncentration of tbe facilities for rapid 
transit in the bauds of a few. Cal- 
ifornia complains that, but for tho cu- 
pidity ot tho Pacific; Mail Steamship 
Companj', she would to>day have a 
population of 1,200,000. Yet tho ox- 
tortions of that villuncus cDrporaiion 
wore always notorious lo tho Con- 
gresBional delegation from tiie Gcldon 
State, unu eull the}' voted year by year 
to award it a oandsoino subsidy and 
aBsist it in iis too successful effurlH in 
oraabing out opposition lioes.

A nonopoly, with a capital of one hundred 
milliuM and a subsidy Id money and landa 
equal to (wo buodred millioot more, and posx 
seseiDg uodinputed ooDtrol of tbe principal 
bigbvray aoross a great oootiaeDt, is an insti" 
tntion dangetouB to the oommcroial progresa 
of a ooanlry and pr.judicial lo its poliiioal 
morality. To neutralize tbo tnnfcfiil clliiota 
of this mammoth, overwhelming monopoly, 
tba opening of another line from I'ugot 
Sound to Iho Atlantic ia imporalivoly do- 
maaded.
